WHOLESALE SLAUGHTER. 


Thousands of Deer Killed Annualty for 
Their Skins. 


Some idea of the great slaughter of 
deer which annually takes place in 
California, Nevada and Oregon may 
be gained from the trade statistics of 


the hide dealers. One export house 
in San Francisco has a pile containing 
8,000 deer-skins in its ware—house. It 
handles annually over 75,000 skins, 
and estimates the annual number 
of deer killed at 200,000. The lar- 
gest portion of the skins come from 
Northwestern Nevada and Southeast- 
ern Oregon, where deer are still abun- 
dant. Asa rule in this State deer are 
slain for their food as well as their 
hide value, while in Oregon and Cali- 
fornia large numbers of the animal: 
are left to rot, the skins being all that 
is desired. It is ashame that so much 
valuable food should be wantonly 
wasted, especially now that deer are 
becoming scarcer every year. The 
Indians about Reno go into the bills 
every year and have a grand “ round- 
up ” or rodeo of all the ceer in a large 
circle of country. When the af- 
frighted animals are well in a bunch, 
they are mercilessly slaughtered for 
their pelts, which are sold for a com- 
parative song to traders who are on 
the lookout for them. Their carcasses 
are left to rot. Indians shuuld not be 
allowed to do this any more than white} 
men.
